The main problem—that of uanein- 
ployment will be handed by an ovr- | 
ganization based on the organizat :n | 
of the Canadian Patriot'c Fund. Ow- 
ing to the urgency of the situat on. in 
regard to unemployment, it was felt 
by the government that it was ab‘o- 
lutely necessary to entrust .he moneys | 
voted by par'iament for this purp se | 
to some national organization which | 
had the necessary adm'nistrat ve 
machinery largely in being. As the 
Patriotic Fund is the only organiza- 
tlon of this kind In Canada, {tt was 
felt that if it would undertake the 
work, delays wou!d be avo'ded, 

The mgreement tentered into be- 
tween the government and the pa‘- | 
Tlotic fund provides brifly as follows: 

Representation, 

1, The government will be repre- 
@ented on the organization of the 
Canadian Patriotic Fund at Ottawe | 
as well as on each of its provin«ial 
organizations. 

2. Representatives of returned men 
wi'l be attached to local committers 
dealing with the problem, 

3. Assistance is to be given o ly 
because employment {s not available. 
Before mak'ng any payment. the or- 
gan‘zation will secure the necessiry 
certificate {n each case show!ng that 
the applicant is unable to secure en- 
p’oyment. 

It Is also nrovided that ass'‘stance 
may be rendered where the income 
derived from any employment wh ch | 
{s ‘insufficient to maintain the ap li- 
cant and his family. In cases where 
e@mp'oyment may be secured at some 
Place other than where a w.an ordin- 
arily resides. provision is made for his 
transportation. | 

The appropriation made available 
by parliament for this work is to he 
kept entirely separate from the 
money for the patriotic fund. A re- 
parate department! of the patrivite 
fund is also to be organized fcr he 
purpose of carrying on this work. The

ROME, Dec, 8. — Premier Nittl, 
speaking before the senate today, on 
the reply to the speech from the 
throne, expressed the conviction that 
the institutions of Italy are aclid and 
safe, but it was none the less true, he 
eaid, that the present hour was ex- 
tremely difficult for all nations. All 
must hold fast and give a sense of 
strength and solidarity, for if the 
smallest fraction of the Itailan race | 
was separated from the mother coun-| 
try, the war had been lost. | 

“It ia an exaggeration to consider 
Italy in an almost desperate condi 
tion,” he continued. “Despice grave 
difficulties in some of the Itatian cities | 
we are one of the countries which has 
commenced work again. Strikes and 
disorders exist in all countries of 
Europe, and also in Amerie, which 
was least injured by the war.”

They euch 
giave addresses and then departed 
“Old Sam," ag the assembly styled 
Lieut.-General Sir Hughes. entered 
the dining ha'i amid the greatest ap- 
plause; he told the assembly how very 
pleased he was to be present at such 
a gathering, and upon such an ans- 
picious occasion, and follown® lauda- 
tory remarks concern'ng Sir Richard 
Turner depar'ed amid even greater ay- 
plause than that which had featured 
his en'ry.

The general traced the history of the 
war during his tenure of office un to 
1916 and stated that he intended to 
publish memoirs of the part taken by

because he considered that 
during his experiences in office the 
Germans were, as part of the war, 
using money to nromcete a peace nron- 
aganda in order to prevent Britain 
joining a full nart In the war. There- 
fore his attitude since 1916 was not to 
implicate the present government in 
any manner, and also not to swell the 
general unrest, which he considered 


| was due to German propaganda, 


General Hughes also drew artiention 
to the present unrest in the United 
States and Canada amongst laboring 
classes, which he attributed to the 
aftermath of war, but at the same time 
he pointed out the I!mportance of re- 
construction and a forward policy in 
helping the returned soldier whether 
he wished to settle in a town or on 
the land.

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CHANGES IN TRACK RULES 


EXPLAINS THE 


4ome Will Have an Important Bearing on Sport—Licensed Timers 


Must Be Employed at All Meetings—Effect Canada 
as Well as the United States 


(By W. H. Gocher), 


The joint rule committee of the Na- 
tional and American Trotting Assacia- 
tione has recommended twenty-three 
changes in the uniform rules under 
which the members of those two oz- 
ganizations conduct thetr race meet- 
{ngs in the United States and Canada, 
While a few of the changes are ex- 
planatory, the following will have aa 
{mportant bearing on Hight harness 
racing in 1920: 

(1) Cuncellation of all win-races of 
2:16 or better over a half-mile track 
and 2:1? of better over a mile track, 
unless a horse has won within four 
seconds of same over a half-milo 
track, made prior to 1918. 

(2) Change in time allowance for 
Classes slower than above, so that a 
horse racing under same reclassifies 
himself by performance. 

(3) Licensed timers, 

(4) Three-year-old allowed to race 
fn hopples. 

(6) Dash races. 

(6) Races up to three-quarters of 
a mile without record or win-race. 


Become Eligible.

become eligible to the 2:13 class If 
their win-races were made over a mile 
track with the usual four seconds al- 
lowanee when entering on a _ half- 
mile track, while a ha!f-miler will be 
clic ge to the 2:16 class on oth 
courses until) he acquires another win- 
Trace.
